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PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


s  we  celebrated  our  centennial  anniversary  in  1994,  we  had 
the  opportunity  to  reflect  upon  the  past  and  take  note  of  the 
many  contributors  to  our  rich  history.  Like  many  colleges, 
our  current  successes  are,  to  a  large  extent,  the  result  of  the  contri- 
butions made  by  earlier  generations.  In  the  history  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  a  few  names  come  to  mind  of  indi- 
viduals whose  efforts  were  critical  to  the  very  existence  of  our 
College  today.  Among  this  list  is  Foster  Namias. 

His  service  to  the  development  of  this  College  and  the  quality 
of  his  teaching  are  legend.  Since  his  retirement  in  1982,  the  College 
has  sought  to  acknowledge  his  prominence  in  our  history  by  creat- 
ing lasting  reminders  of  his  continuing  importance  to  this  institu- 
tion. We  present  the  Foster  Namias  Award  annually  to  the  faculty 
member  selected  by  the  graduating  seniors  as  their  top  academic 
instructor.  This  is  a  fitting  tribute.  For  decades  Foster  Namias  was 
the  standard  for  measuring  excellence  in  teaching  within  the 
College.  He  established  the  expectation  of  perfection  from  his  stu- 
dents, and  in  return  he  held  himself  to  the  same  standard. 

There  are  other  lasting  reminders  of  Foster's  importance  to  this 
College.  He  instilled  a  commitment  of  giving  throughout  the  col- 
lege community  by  working  tirelessly  on  phonathons,  chairing 
fund-raising  campaigns,  and  leading  by  example.  Today  the 
College's  annual  golf  tournament  carries  his  name,  and  is  not  only 
a  fitting  reminder  of  his  giving  nature,  but  an  operative  one.  This 
annual  outing  funds  the  scholarship  bearing  his  name. 

Foster  Namias  inspired  students  and  colleagues  to  aspire  to 
higher  personal  and  professional  achievement.  Rabbi  Emily  Lipoff 
captured  the  depth  of  this  influence  noting  that  he  became  the  soul 
of  the  College.  Indeed,  for  almost  50  years,  half  of  the  College's 
existence,  Foster  was  at  the  center  of  our  faculty.  It  is  appropriate 
that  the  main  academic  building  of  the  College  is  called  Namias 
Hall,  where  every  day  students  and  faculty  are  greeted  by  his  por- 
trait which  hangs  in  the  rotunda. 

Foster  Namias  was  a  caring  individual  —  for  his  family,  for  his 
associates,  and  for  his  College.  In  these  recent  years,  Frank  Kozol 
would  often  return  from  one  of  his  many  visits  to  Foster  with 
words  of  advice  and  encouragement  from  Foster.  Those  occasions 
will  be  missed.  We  all  have  learned  from  Foster  and  benefited  from 
his  support.  His  philosophy  of  life  encourages  us  to  excel,  to  con- 
tribute to  the  welfare  of  others,  and  to  take  joy  in  our  accomplish- 
ments. His  teaching  and  influence  live  on. 


nee  again  I  bring  you  news  of  the  passing  of  a  true  pioneer 
in  optometry.  Dr.  Foster  Namias  died  in  February. 
Affectionately  known  as  the  "Bear",  both  for  his  enormity 
of  body,  heart  and  mind  and  for  his  "Bear  Trap"  questions  on 
exams.  Few,  if  any  of  our  readers,  have  not  been  directly  or  indi- 
rectly affected  by  the  presence  of  this  man.  I  had  the  distinct  plea- 
sure and  opportunity  to  be  both  a  student  and  lab  instructor  for 
him.  Together  with  Dr.  Frank  Kozol,  a  long-time  friend  and 
mentee  of  Foster's,  and  with  the  support  and  encouragement  of 
the  College  Alumni  Association,  we  rebuilt  the  fabrication  labora- 
tory and  reinstated  it  as  part  of  Dr.  Namias's  Ophthalmic 
Dispensing  course.  At  every  College  function,  class  reunion,  con- 
ference or  gathering  of  O.D.'s,  there  is  a  story,  a  quote,  a  still 
unsolved  (or  a  forgotten  solution)  optics  problem,  discussed  in 
remembrance  of  Foster. 

He  had  a  tough  exterior,  a  rare  smile,  but  a  heart  and  concern 
for  his  colleagues,  students  and  patients  a  mile  long  and  twice  as 
wide.  He  instilled  his  ideals  in  his  family,  his  students,  and  his  col- 
leagues. He  answered  the  long  distance  phone  calls  with  the  same 
patience,  sharp  sense  of  humor  and  caring  he  showed  each  of  us 
in  class.  Aside  from  his  family  and  optometry,  his  true  love  was 
golf.  While  a  man  of  humility,  he  was  always  outwardly  proud 
and  pleased  that  we  had  dedicated  the  Annual  College  Alumni 
Golf  Tournament  to  his  scholarship  fund.  As  a  three  handicapper, 
he  was  most  depressed  when  his  physical  health  forced  him  to 
retire  from  the  job  he  loved,  teaching  students,  and  the  game  he 
loved,  golf. 

The  constant  calls  and  visits  from  his  former  students,  col- 
leagues and  family  kept  him  going  through  his  retirement  years.  I 
can  think  of  no  better  way  to  honor  him  than  with  the  College's 
scholarship  golf  tournament  in  his  honor.  The  next  time  you  are 
playing  golf,  take  a  minute  to  say  a  quiet  hello  to  Foster.  You 
know  he  won't  be  far  from  the  nearest  course.

College  Heralds  Its  First 
Endowed  Faculty 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  pleased  to 
announce  the  establishment  of  its  first  faculty  chair, 
the  Marcus  Chair  of  Clinical  Science.  The  Marcus 
Chair  has  been  endowed  through  the  bequest  of  Dr.  Lester 
Marcus,  Class  of  1954.  The  goals  of  this  faculty  chair  are 
to  attract  an  individual  of  national  renown  to  advance  ini- 
tiatives in  clinical  science  and  public  health,  and  to  devel- 
op broad-based  research  opportunities  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  the  practitioner  community. 


Barry  Barresi,  O.D.,  Ph.D.,  currently  serving  as  Vice 
President  and  Dean  for  Academic  Affairs  at  the  State 
College  of  Optometry,  State  University  of  New  York,  has 
been  selected  as  the  initial  recipient  of  the  Marcus  Chair. 

Dr.  Barresi  received  his  O.D.  degree  from  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  and  earned  his  Ph.D.  in 
public  administration  from  the  New  York  University 
Wagner  Graduate  School  of  Public  Service  with  specializa- 
tions in  health  economics  and  policy  analysis.  Dr.  Barresi 
was  awarded  the  Wagner  Graduate  School  Sterling  D. 
Spiro  Prize  for  his  dissertation:  Demand  and  Substitution 
Effects  of  Extending  Medicare  Coverage  to  Optometrists. 


Dr.  Barresi  has  been  active  on  many  committees  for 
such  national  organizations  as  the  American  Optometric 
Association,  the  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of 
Optometry,  the  National  Eye  Institute,  and  served  as  a 
Founding  Director  of  the  Center  for  Vision  Care  Policy,  a 
SUNY  health  services  research  group  devoted  to  the  study 
of  access,  cost,  and  quality  of  eye  and  vision  care. 

The  establishment  of  the  Marcus  Chair  is  an  impor- 
tant opportunity  for  the  College  to  develop  a  nationally 
recognized  program  in  health  policy  education  and 
research.

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  gratefully 
acknowledges  the  generous  gift  of  $1.2  million 
from  the  estate  of  Lester  and  Carmen  Marcus.  This 
bequest  will  endow  the  College's  first  faculty  chair. 
Dr.  Lester  Marcus  was  born  March  18,  1925,  in 
Maine.  He  first  entered  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Optometry  in  1942,  but  withdrew  in  1943  to 
enter  the  U.S.  Navy.  Following  World  War  II,  Dr. 
Marcus  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Maine  at 
Orono  where  he  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
in  1950.  Returning  to  his  optometric  study  in 
1951,  he  graduated  in  1954.  In  practice  for  50 
years,  Dr.  Marcus  first  joined  the  Portland,  Maine, 
practice  of  his  father,  Maurice  D.  Marcus,  a  1930 
graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of 
Optometry.  Lester  later  established  his  own  prac- 
tice in  Windham,  Maine,  where  he  built  a  new 
office  building.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  the 
Maine  Optometric  Association,  was  a  member  of 
the  American  Optometric  Association,  and  was 
active  in  the  local  Lions  Club.

CIBA  Vision  Funds 
Pilot  Project 

A $45, 000  grant  from  CIBA  Vision  will  provide  mar- 
keting support  to  help  students  at  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  obtain  more  contact  lens  and 
other  types  of  patient  experiences  at  the  New  England  Eye 
Institute  (NEEI). 

The  two-year  financial  commitment  will  fund  a  vari- 
ety of  marketing  activities,  including  a  quarterly  newslet- 
ter for  NEEI  patients,  a  four  color  brochure  describing  the 
institute's  services  and  products,  newspaper  advertise- 
ments for  college  newspapers  in  the  Boston  area,  and 
advertisements  in  booklets  distributed  to  local  college  stu- 
dents. 

The  pilot  project  is  under  the  leadership  of  Paul 
White,  O.D.,  along  with  the  help  of  students  and  faculty 
members  who  participated  in  focus  groups.  "We  needed 
student  and  faculty  input  to  develop  a  program  that 
would  truly  enhance  student  clinical  education,"  says 
Sally  Dillehay,  O.D.,  M.S.,  Manager  of  Academic 
Development  for  CIBA  Vision  Corporation. 

In  addition,  a  scholarship  program  will  enable  stu- 
dents to  learn  practice  management  and  marketing 
research  techniques  by  surveying  NEEI  patients  and  moni- 
toring the  programs  results.  "The  goal  of  these  scholar- 
ship positions  is  to  track  patient  satisfaction  with  the  ser- 
vices and  products  provided  by  NEEI,"  Dr.  Dillehay  says. 
"The  positions  will  help  teach  students  how  to  build  on 
the  strengths  of  their  practice  and  how  to  meet  and  exceed 
patient  expectations." 


Richard  E.  Weisbarth,  O.D.,  Executive  Director  of 
Professional  Services  and  Customer  Satisfaction  for  CIBA 
Vision,  noted  that  this  grant  is  part  of  CIBA  Vision's 
ongoing  commitment  to  education  and  providing  future 
eyecare  professionals  with  essential  practice  management 
and  development  information.  According  to  Dr. 
Weisbarth,  "Each  year,  CIBA  Vision  contributes  over  $2.5 
million  nationwide  to  educational  programs  in  the  United 
States.

Myopia  Research  Center 
Receives  Grant  from 
Bernays  Foundation 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  pleased  to 
announce  that  the  Bernays  Foundation  has  awarded  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $3,200  to  its  newly  estab- 
lished Myopia  Research  Center.  The  grant  will  be  used 
during  the  1995-1996  academic  year  to  host  a  series  of 
well-known  speakers.  Dr.  Frank  Thorn,  Director  of 
Research,  commented  that  "the  grant  will  strengthen  the 
reputation  of  the  College's  Myopia  Research  Center  and 
stimulate  discussion  among  the  recognized  experts  in  the 
field  of  myopia  research." 

Mr.  Bernays  was  no  stranger  to  optometry.  About  25 
years  ago  the  AOA  hired  him  to  test  public  acceptance  of 
a  "revolutionary"  idea:  should  optometrists  be  involved  in 
diagnosing  and  treating  ocular  disease.  The  AOA  also 
solicited  his  advice  on  how  to  improve  public  acceptance 
of  this  idea.  Dr.  Held,  a  vision  scientist  and  son-in-law  of 
Bernays,  along  with  Dr.  Jane  Gwiazda  and  Joseph  Bauer, 
will  be  moving  their  Infant  Vision  Laboratory  from  M.I.T. 
to  the  Myopia  Research  Center  later  this  year. 


NECO  Fulfills  $100,000  Pledge

installment  of  NECO's  $100,000  commitment  toward 
the  "NECO  Fund  for  Excellence  in  Optometric  Educa- 
tion" from  Dr.  Sanford  Monsien,  past  President  of  the 
New  England  Council  of  Optometrist.

Clinical  Sciences  Awarded 
$10,000  CIBA/ASCO  Grant

r.  Roger  Wilson  of  the  Division  of  Clinical  Sciences 
has  been  awarded  a  $10,000  total  quality  education 
(TQE)  gtant,  funded  by  CIBA  Vision  Corporation, 
and  jointly  administered  by  the  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  of  Optometry  (ASCO)  and  CIBA  Vision.  The 
Objective  of  the  program  is  to  assist  the  schools  and  col- 
leges in  the  development  and  implementation  of  total 
quality  management  (TQM)  concepts  into  all  aspects  of 
optometric  education. 

Dr.  Wilson  says  that  the  grant  was  used  to  partially 
underwrite  the  College's  fourth  annual  Preceptors' 
Conference,  held  at  the  College  on  April  27-28.  Approxi- 
mately 60  clinical  faculty,  with  representation  from  all  of 
the  College's  extensive  campus-based  and  affiliated  pro- 
grams attended.  This  year's  conference  included  a  seminar 
entitled  "Improving  Clinical  Instructional  Methods",  con- 
ducted by  Drs.  Dennis  Siemsen  of  the  Illinois  College  of 
Optometry  and  Richard  Foley  of  the  University  of 


Chicago.  The  objectives  of  this  conference  were  to  provide 
preceptors  with  strategies  to: 

•  Enhance  students'  problem-solving  skills  in  the 
clinical  setting 

•  Provide  feedback  to  students  in  a  manner  which 
would  result  in  improved  clinical  thinking,  and 

•  To  share  clinical  education  concepts  with  other 
institutions 

The  ASCO/CIBA  TQE  grant  was  also  used  to  support 
the  participation  of  faculty  from  other  institutions,  includ- 
ing NOVA/Southeastern  University  College  of  Optometry, 
Pennsylvania  College  of  Optometry,  and  the  University  of 
Waterloo  School  of  Optometry.  Dr.  Wilson  intends  to  fur- 
ther disseminate  the  outcome  of  this  year's  conference  to 
the  broader  community  of  optometric  educators,  via  the 
Education  Section  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Optometry,  the  Journal  of  Optometric  Education,  and  the 
Association  of  Optometric  Educators.

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Contact  Lens  Regulation 
Proposed  in  China 

k  rs.  Lu  Fan  and  Qu  Jia  of  the  China  National 

,j  Optometry  Center  at  Wenzhou  Medical  College 
"  reported  that  as  China  develops  economically, 
standards  of  eye  care  are  being  given  greater  attention 
by  the  government  and  patients  and  the  need  to  regulate 
contact  lens  products  has  become  a  public  issue. 

They  noted  that  about  90%  of  contact  lenses  sold 
are  hydrophilic.  However,  most  contact  lens  fitters  are 
poorly  educated  on  proper  lens  wear  and  care.  Neither 
practitioners  nor  wearers  have  the  required  knowledge 
to  understand  or  differentiate  between  the  quality  and 
effectiveness  of  contact  lens  products.  Therefore,  regula- 
tion of  products  released  on  to  the  market  in  China  is 
an  important  measure  to  guarantee  that  only  safe  prod- 
ucts are  available  for  use. 

To  study  and  research  contact  lens  products,  a  con- 
tact lens  laboratory  is  being  established  at  the  China 
National  Center  of  Optometry  at  Wenzhou  Medical 
College.  This  is  a  comprehensive  medical  college 
equipped  with  laboratories  for  biochemistry,  micro- 
biology, physics,  optics  and  other  medical  testing. 

In  addition,  the  National  Optometry  Center  has  a 
team  of  optometry  faculty  who  are  playing  a  leading 
role  in  the  development  of  optometiy  in  China. 

There  is  no  legislation  governing  the  profession  of 
optometry  in  China  and  it  may  take  time  to  have  suit- 
able legislation  in  place.  When  contact  lens  regulation  is 
introduced,  contact  lens  education  will  become  compul- 
sory. Therefore,  statutory  education  for  optometric  prac- 
titioners may  begin  with  contact  lens  education.

College  Awarded 
B&L  Grant 

Ihe  College  and  its  principal  internal  clinic,  the  New 
England  Eye  Institute,  received  an  educational  grant 
from  Bausch  &  Lomb.  The  proposal  was  the  only  one 
selected  from  those  submitted  by  ten  North  American 
schools  of  optometry  that  entered  the  competitive  grant 
program.  The  grant,  called  Future  Focus,  included 
$10,000  to  enhance  the  clinical  education  experience  of 
students.  In  addition  to  the  $10,000  grant,  Bausch  & 
Lomb  will  invest  further  resources  to  facilitate  the 
College's  work. 

The  new  grant  program  was  unveiled  at  the  annual 
August  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Optometric  Contact 
Lens  Educators  (AOCLE),  which  was  founded  20  years 
ago  by  Dr.  Paul  White.  During  an  innovative  forum,  edu- 
cators and  clinic  leaders  worked  together  to  develop 
strategic  action  plans  for  improving  contact  lens  curricula. 
To  encourage  expansion  of  ideas  that  germinated  at  the 
forum,  Bausch  &  Lomb  created  the  Future  Focus  grant 
program  to  support  an  institution  in  implementing  its 
action  plan. 

"Contact  lens  curriculum  needs  to  evolve  to  meet  the 
realities  of  a  changed  practice  environment",  said  William 
T  Reindel,  O.D.,  Director  of  Professional  Market 
Development  for  Bausch  &  Lomb's  Personal  Products 
Division.  "This  adaptive  process  is  an  important  step  in 
developing  the  next  generation  of  eye  care  professionals, 
as  it  emphasizes  more  real  world  experience  and  patient 
counseling  —  both  important  tools  to  creating  satisfied 
contact  lens  patients.  We  are  awarding  the  first  Future 
Focus  grant  to  the  College  because  their  proposal  best 
demonstrated  how  this  change  will  enhance  the  clinical 
experience  of  optometry  students  and  their  patients," 
explained  Reindel. 

The  grant  proposal  was  developed  by  Drs.  Paul  White 
and  Ronald  Watanabe.  Dr.  White  states,  "Health  care  and 
eyecare  have  changed  dramatically  over  the  past  15  years 
and  will  continue  to  do  so.  Colleges  of  optometry,  their 
teaching  clinics  and  their  contact  lens  programs  must  eval- 
uate and  improve  their  procedures  guided  by  the  light  of 
history  and  by  projection  of  future  changes.  The  purposes 
and  goals  of  the  Bausch  &  Lomb  Future  Focus  grant  are 
to  promote  this  and  assist  optometric  colleges  to  better 
prepare  their  students  for  the  new  realities.  Dr.  Watanabe 
says,  "The  proposal  develops,  implements,  and  monitors 
an  action  plan  spanning  our  students'  third  and  fourth 
years.  It  combines  orientation  seminars,  involvement  of 
our  contact  lens  and  practice  management  and  interview- 
ing/counseling courses,  student  visitation  and  evaluation 
of  practices,  videotaping  and  analysis  of  simulated  stu- 
dent/patient encounters,  and  in-clinic  practice  manage- 
ment application."

Volunteer  Optometric  Service  to  Humanity  (V.O.S.H.)  once  again  had  a 
successful  and  fulfilling  mission  to  Latin  America  last  year.  In  November, 
23  students  and  3  doctors  flew  south  of  the  border  to  Merida,  Mexico. 
Merida  is  the  capital  city  of  the  Yucatan  province.  Clinics  were  held  in  the  new 
community  center  and  over  2,100  people  were  examined  in  5  days.  Many  poor 
and  needy  citizens,  not  only  from  the  city  of  Merida  itself,  but  also  from  the 
surrounding  countryside,  were  bussed  in. 

Men,  women,  and  children  of  all  ages  were  examined.  Some  lived  in  the  ODIU  Paid  Cangiano  performing  an  exam 

country  side,  and  still  sewed  their  own  clothes  and  grew  their  own  produce  just  as  their  ancestors  did  1,200  years  ago.  Most 
of  the  women  sewed  for  a  living,  yet  many  were  presbyopic  and  couldn't  thread  their  needles  anymore.  Hence,  more  female 
bifocals  were  dispensed  in  5  days  than  NEEI  ever  has. 

Exam  times  varied  from  10  to  45  minutes.  With  over  2,000  patients  to  see,  time  was  the  limiting  factor.  The  exam  con- 
sisted of  visual  acuity,  extra  ocular  motility,  pupils,  retinoscopy/refraction  with  hand  held  lenses,  and  ophthalmoscopy.  When 
indicated,  a  quick  slit  lamp  exam,  tonometry  with  a  Perkins  or  a  Tonopen,  or  a  dilated  fundus  exam  was  performed.  Many 
patients  were  referred  for  ophthalmologic  treatment  for  glaucoma,  cataracts,  and  retinal  problems.  Because  a  fair  amount  of 
children  were  seen,  special  attention  was  given  to  their  binocular  and  accommodative  function. 

After  the  examination,  patients  were  sent  to  a  room  which  served  as  a  dispensary.  Through  the  efforts  of  New  England 
area  Lion's  Clubs,  spectacles  were  able  to  be  given  to  many.  Because  most  patients  worked  outside  in  the  relentless  sun  and 
dust,  they  were  given  sunglasses  and  rewetting  drops;  they  were  also  educated  on  the  importance  of  protecting  their  eyes  and 
skin  from  the  sun. 

Once  again,  the  annual  V.O.S.H.  mission  to  Mexico  turned  out  1    ODIU 

to  be  a  rewarding  one  with  much  needed  eyecare  being  dispensed. 
Yet  none  of  this  could  have  been  done  without  local  Lion's  Clubs 
donating  glasses.

(The  following  is  reprinted  from  Rabbi 
Emily  Lipoff's  eulogy  at  Dr.  Namias'  memorial 
service.) 

An  educated  person  is  one  who 
loves  knowledge  and  will  accept  no 
substitute,  whose  life  is  made  meaning- 
ful through  the  never-ending  process  of 
the  cultivation  of  his  total  intellectual 
resources.  By  this  or  any  other  defini- 
tion, Foster  Namias  was  a  fully-educat- 
ed human  being.  Say  his  students:  "He 
was  absolutely  brilliant,  mind-boggling 
brilliant.  He'd  give  us  a  very  complex 
problem,  and  at  that  time  we  didn't 
have  calculators.  We'd  be  breaking  our 
heads  to  solve  the  problem  —  and  he'd 
solve  it  in  his  head." 

The  son  of  an  optometrist  in  Fall 
River,  Foster  Namias  worked  for  the 
American  Optical  Company  as  a 
young  man.  In  1930,  he  enrolled  in 
what  is  now  known  as  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry,  and 
quickly  made  his  mark  as  a  brilliant 
student.  Eager  to  know  as  much  as  he 
could,  he  finagled  his  way  into  Boston 
City  Hospital  to  observe  eye  surgery. 
At  graduation,  it  was  Foster  —  magna 
cum  laude  —  who  gave  the  valedictory 
speech.  He  was  asked  to  teach  at  the 
College,  immediately  after  graduating. 
Because  of  his  vast  knowledge  and 
skill,  he  was  qualified  to  teach  any 
number  of  courses,  but  concentrated 
on  ophthalmic  optics  and  fabrication. 

Said  Dr.  Albert  Sloane:  "The 
College,  which  is  so  well-respected 
today,  became  more  sophisticated...  less 
of  a  trade  school...  for  one  reason: 
Foster  Namias  was  teaching  there."  In 
Century  of  Vision,  anecdotal  history  of 
the  College's  first  one  hundred  years, 
much  is  said  about  Foster,  including 
this:  The  intellect  and  wit  Dr.  Namias 
exhibited  during  his  fifty-year  tenure 
was  legendary.  With  his  Practical 
Optics  students,  he  was  merciless.  "Let 
me  have  your  wrong  answer  now,"  he 
instructed  them.  When  he  returned 
papers,  he  read  the  worst  answers  to 
the  entire  class...  with  attribution!" 

He'd  say:  "There  are  two  ways  of 
doing  something.  There's  this  way,  and 
then  there's  the  way  Buttlehook  would 
do  it."  Buttlehook,  of  course  was  a 
very  poor,  totally  hypothetical  student. 
"Dr.  Namias,"  recalls  a  student,  "kept 
us  laughing."  Foster  was  a  perfection- 
ist. His  students  recall,  "He  was  a 
stickler  for  doing  things  the  right  way, 


and  for  him,  there  was  only  one  right 
way.  He  would  accept  nothing  less." 

He  wanted  the  College  to  train  the 
best  possible  doctors  of  optometry,  and 
so  he  set  high  standards  for  his  stu- 
dents. At  times,  the  students  feared 
him.  Always  they  respected  and  loved 
him.  We  read  of  him: 

Beneath  the  facade  of  his  rough  exte- 
rior, there  was  a  genuinely  warm, 
kind,  sympathetic  person.  Students 
who  were  not  doing  well  in  his 
courses  would  go  to  him  for  help  — 
and  he  would  spend  endless  hours 
encouraging  and  teaching  those  who 
needed  it.  Privately,  he  would  ago- 
nize over  those  students  who  might 
not  succeed. 

Highly  respected  nationwide  for 
his  expertise  and  experience,  Foster 
Namias  became,  more  than  anyone, 
the  soul  of  the  College.  No  wonder  the 
students  and  the  faculty  nick-named 
him  "the  Bear".  At  times,  gruff  and 
grizzly  on  the  outside,  but  for  all  who 
knew  him,  soft  as  a  teddy  bear  inside. 
On  his  retirement  from  teaching, 
The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  renamed  its  main  building 
at  Beacon  and  Hereford  Streets  in 
Boston,  Namias  Hall,  in  recognition  of 
his  achievements  and  contributions  to 
the  profession. 

Foster  Namias  was  born  87  years 
ago  in  Bridgeport,  Connecticut  into  the 
family  of  Joseph  and  Sadie  Namias  and 
one  brother,  Jerry.  The  family  moved  to 
Fall  River,  where  he  graduated  from 
Durfey  High  School  in  1925,  and  then 
attended  City  College  in  New  York.  He 
graduated  from  the  College  of 
Optometry  in  1932. 

He  met  Helen  on  a  blind  date.  In 
1935,  they  were  married,  married  for 
almost  fifty  years.  Together,  they 
enjoyed  golf  and  their  friends  and 
made  the  congregation  of  Ohabei 
Shalom  an  integral  and  central  part  of 
their  lives.  Every  Friday  night  they 
came  to  their  synagogue  for  Shabbat 
services  and  during  the  week,  each,  in 
their  own  way,  contributed  to  the 
Sisterhood,  the  Brotherhood,  the  Ritual 
Committee  to  the  benefit  of  the  life  of 
the  congregation. 

Foster  didn't  drive,  and  so  Helen 
and  later  his  daughters,  Barbara  and 
June,  drove  him  wherever  he  could  not 
get  by  public  transportation.  Foster

worked  hard  until  the  last  few  years 
when  he  was  unable  to  work.  He  woke 
at  6:00  a.m.  and  went  to  his  office  in 
the  early  morning.  His  days  were  long, 
his  work  challenging,  but  his  family 
was  always  foremost  in  his  mind  and 
his  heart.  He  taught  Barbara  how  to 
swim  at  Nantasket  Beach.  On  Sunday 
mornings,  he  would  let  Helen  sleep 
while  he  made  his  daughters  breakfast 
and  took  them  to  the  playground.  Says 
Barbara,  "My  dad  wasn't  an  affec- 
tionate man.  The  only  time  I  saw  him 
shed  a  tear  was  at  my  wedding.  But 
somehow,  I  always  knew  he  loved  me." 

Foster  encouraged,  strongly 
encouraged,  Barbara  and  June  towards 
the  same  kind  of  perfection  he  expect- 
ed from  his  students.  School  was 
important  and  grades  were  an  indica- 
tion of  how  much  knowledge  you  had,

and  achievement  was  expected.  As  a 
result,  both  Barbara  and  June  are 
accomplished  women,  each  in  their 
own  way,  and  for  this,  they  are  grateful 
to  their  dad. 

When  Helen  died,  in  1985,  she  left 
a  void  in  Foster's  life,  but  June,  who 
was  living  in  Boston  at  the  time,  was 
able  to  alleviate  some  of  his  loneliness. 
Together  they  went  to  dinner  and  had 
long  talks,  perhaps  truly  getting  to 
know  each  other  for  the  first  time. 
Barbara  called  often  to  comfort  and 
support. 

Foster  taught  his  daughters  more 
than  math  and  science  and  the  impor- 
tance of  knowledge.  He  taught  them,  by 
example,  the  meaning  of  commitment, 
persistence,  and  fulfillment  of  work 
well-done.  June  tells  that  once,  at  the 
end  of  a  long  day,  when  she  picked  her

father  up  at  his  office,  he  complained 
about  a  severe  pain  in  his  leg.  June 
urged  him,  begged  him,  to  let  her  take 
him  to  the  hospital  but  he  refused:  "I 
can't  go  yet,"  he  said.  "A  patient  is 
coming."  "No...  the  patient  can't  wait," 
he  explained.  "He  works  hard  all  day, 
and  needs  these  glasses.  Now,  I  won't 
disappoint  him."  So  father  and  daughter 
waited.  Foster  saw  to  the  needs  of  his 
patient  and  then,  only  then,  did  they  go 
to  the  hospital  where  very  serious 
surgery  was  quickly  diagnosed. 

A  teacher  is  the  sculptor  of  the 
intangible  future.  Dr.  Namias  was  the 
quintessential  teacher  to  his  students,  his 
daughters,  and  his  grandchildren  whom 
he  adored.  Steven  understood  his  grand- 
father well.  He  smiles  when  he  thinks  of 


Foster's  large  stature,  over  six  feet  and 
250  imposing  pounds.  He  appreciates 
his  grandfather's  strength,  generosity, 


Barbara,  Helen,  Foster,  and  June  Namias 
in  1982 

and  genuine  interest  in  the  lives,  espe- 
cially the  education,  of  his  family. 

Steve  and  Robert  remember  good 
times  going  to  Red  Sox  games.  Perhaps 
Robert  of  all  the  grandchildren  knew 
Foster  best.  For  Foster  substituted  as  a 
father  for  Robert,  and  they  had  more 
time  than  most  to  spend  together. 
Robert  remembers  Grampa  challenging 
him  with  his  math  homework,  keeping 
him  on  his  toes,  and  intriguing  him 
with  brain-teaser  problems  that,  some- 
how, Grampa  could  always  solve 
quicker  than  anyone  else. 

Jeffrey,  too,  remembers  those 
brain-teasers.  He  had  the  opportunity 
to  play  golf  with  his  grandfather  and 
watch  him  make  eyeglasses  in  his 
office.  The  three  grandsons  will  never 
forget  the  football  wagers.  Jeff  would 
call  to  find  out  which  football  team  his 
father  preferred.  Robert  and  Steven 
would  try  to  help  him  pick  the  winner. 

In  the  last  years  of  Foster's  life,  in 
retirement  and  without  Helen,  Foster's 
spirits  were  often  low.  But  Jeffrey  and 
Faith  had  the  added  blessing  of  bring- 
ing their  beautiful  daughter,  Jillian,  to 
her  grandfather,  and  that  lifted  his  spir- 
its. Daughter-in-law  Beth  played  cards 
with  Foster  and  delighted  him  with  her 
ability  to  keep  up  with  him. 

Foster  was  a  man's  man.  Along 
with  the  love  of  his  work,  his  alma 
mater,  his  synagogue,  and  his  family  , 
he  loved  to  play  golf.  He  would  go 
anywhere  to  be  with  the  guys,  to  play  a 
good  round  of  golf  or  to  go  on  outings. 
One  of  his  favorite  men  was  his  son-in- 
law,  Philip.  Theirs  was  a  good  and  easy 


relationship.  For  Foster,  Philip  could  do 
no  wrong,  they  were  buddies.  When 
conjuring  a  problem  or  considering  a 
decision,  Foster  would  often  ask, 
"What  does  Philip  think  about  it?"  and 
that  would  help  Foster  to  decide.  Their 
respect  for  each  other  was  mutual. 
They  were  good  friends. 

Yes,  Foster  Namias  was  a  strong, 
intelligent,  gifted  man  with  a  dry  sense 
of  humor  and  a  knack  for  telling  a 
good  story.  He  was  a  determined  man, 
a  devoted  teacher,  father,  grandfather,  a 
perfectionist.  He  loved  to  work,  but  in 
the  last  few  years  his  poor  physical 
health  forced  him  to  retire.  He  loved  to 
be  out  and  about,  but  in  the  last  few 
years  he  was  home-bound.  His  family 
was  so  important  to  him,  yet,  for  the 
last  ten  years,  he  was  without  Helen. 

But  most  of  Foster  Namias'  years 
were  good.  He  lived  the  way  he 
thought  was  right;  he  taught  what  he 
thought  was  good;  and  he  left  a  legacy 
which  is  most  needed  in  our  modern 
times,  the  reminder  that  mediocre,  even 
if  it  is  accepted  by  the  majority,  is  still

not  good  enough.  That  life  is  to  be 
lived  at  the  highest  level  and  to  reach 
that  plateau  each  one  of  us  must  con- 
tinuously strive  to  be  a  little  bit  better 
than  we  were  yesterday,  to  learn  a  little 
bit  more,  care  a  little  bit  more,  live  just 
a  little  bit  more. 

If  we  remember  the  good  in 
Foster's  life,  if  we  learn  from  the  best 
he  had  to  offer,  then  indeed,  our  lives 
will  have  greater  meaning  and  the  best 
of  Foster  Namias  will  live  with  us  for- 
ever.

The  Dynamic  Duo 

Drs.  Carol  ('78)  and  Emerson 

Brown  ('78)  are  what  are  commonly 
called  "Career  Switchers"  moving 
from  the  field  of  research  biology  to 
optometry.  Carol  Brown  is  a  board 
member  of  the  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.  Observance  Day  Associa- 
tion, Inc.  and  co-director  of  the 
Children's  Choir  of  the  Asbury 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Her  husband  Emerson  is  a 
minority  recruiter  for  the  College  and 
a  Detachment  Commander  with  the 
rank  of  Major  in  the  1207th  U.S. 
Army  Hospital  Reserve.  They  entered 
optometry  because  of  the  great 
unmet  need  among  the  black  com- 
munity. Both  felt  that  in  struggling  to 
meet  this  need,  they  could  realize 
self-fulfillment.  The  ratio  among 
optometrists  and  blacks  is  one 
optometrist  to  every  145,000  people. 

Concerning  the  depth  of  the  need 
for  eye-care  in  the  inner  city,  Dr. 


Brown  emphasizes  the  great  challenge 
to  Black  American  professionals.  A 
study  completed  in  1960  could  locate 
only  125  Black  optometrists  in  the 
United  States,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  Black  so-called  "minori- 
ty" constitutes  almost  23  million 
adults! 

Of  the  practicing  optometrists 
and  related  technicians,  the  Browns 
urge  them  to  accept  two  challenges: 
1)  to  go  into  the  areas  of  greater 
need  —  the  African  American  com- 
munity or  rural  areas;  and  2)  to 
maintain  a  high  level  of  vision  care 
for  African  Americans  and  other  dis- 
advantaged Americans. 

Looking  back  over  their  careers 
to  this  point.,  Dr.  Brown  states:  "We 
do  not  consider  ourselves  as  scholars 
or  geniuses,  but  rather  as  plodders 
who  must  toil  in  the  vineyards  for 
each  ounce  of  success;  for  we  have 
also  experienced  the  bitterness  of  fail- 
ure —  but  persevere  we  must." 

The  Browns  are  the  proud  par- 
ents of  one  son,  Eric. 


Dr.  James  Craig 


Dr.  James  B.  Craig  '74,  President  of  the  Georgia  Optometric  Association, 
and  with  the  wholehearted  and  active  participation  of  Georgia  Optometrist 
achieved  the  passage  of  a  Therapeutic  Pharmaceutical  Bill.  The  therapeutic  bill 
includes  the  use  of  oral  analgesics,  topical  antibiotics,  as  well  as  treatment  and 
follow-up  of  glaucoma. 

The  dedicated  Georgia  optometrists  under  Dr.  Craig's  direction  accom- 
plished passage  of  the  Bill  through  the  full  Committee  of  the  Georgia  Senate, 
Senate  Health  Committee,  Full  Senate,  a  Sub-Committee  as  well  as  full 
Committee  of  the  House.  This  was  all  done  within  a  period  of  three  weeks.  In 
addition,  the  Georgia  optometrists  raised  $450,000  to  finance  this  project.  Dr. 
Craig  gave  a  great  deal  of  credit  to  his  fellow  Georgia  optometrists  including 
the  significant  role  played  by  Dr.  Paul  C.  Ajamian  '80.

Smith 
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House  Calls! 

With  a  map  in  hand  and  patients 
in  mind,  he  travels  the  highways, 
streets  and  backroads  of  the  Wyoming 
Valley.  He  brings  optometric  care  to 
those  who  are  elderly,  sick  or  shut  in. 
He  is  a  doctor  who  still  makes  house 
calls.  His  name  is  Dr.  Jason  Smith  '93, 
a  Forty  Fort  optometrist. 

An  optometrist  for  two  years, 
Smith  decided  to  become  an  eye  doc- 
tor after  operating  his  father's  Forty 
Fort  contact  lens  business  for  eight 
years.  In  December,  he  started  a  house 
calls  service,  and  now  has  about  20 
homebound  patients  —  all  of  them 
senior  citizens. 

"There  was  a  need  for  it,"  Smith 
says.  "My  concern  is  not  so  much  for 
the  business  aspects,  but  for  the  peo- 
ple who  are  homebound."  He  charges 
an  average  $50  to  $55  for  each  house 
call.  Blue  Shield  will  reimburse  up  to 
$50  of  those  costs.  At  Wyoming 
Valley  Family  Practice  Residency, 
office  visits  range  from  $20  to  $85, 
compared  to  $50  to  $65  for  a  house 
call.  Despite  the  extra  time  and  costs 
to  the  doctor,  there  are  some,  like 
Smith,  who  charge  nothing  extra  for 
making  a  house  call.  "I  look  at  this  as 
a  user-friendly,  needs-oriented  service. 
And,  I  care  about  how  health  care  in 
general  is  being  looked  at  by  the  pub- 
lic," Smith  says.  "If  the  need  is  there, 
I'll  be  there."
